This is a short note; a longer letter will follow. 
I am baby-sitting with an IBM Electronic Com- 
puter Ionite, and while the tapes run I can 
concentrate on more important problems. I have 
been a bug on the subject of S.F., monsters and 
such since I was a tyke, back in the early 30s. 
I grew up with heroes like Flash Gordon, Dick 
Tracy, Mandrake, Buck Rogers, Karloff, Lugosi 
and Chaney Jr. luckily I was blessed with almost 
total recall, and tho I was very young at the 
time I can still call to mind the happenings of 
that flickering land of shadows that filled our 
Saturdays with thrills. This is where you fill 
such a big gap in my life. Now that I have the 
wherewithal to enjoy and indulge my hobby, 
the substance seems to have vanished from 
the industry except tor a few brave souls such 
as Hammer who have real fop attractions in 
Peter Cushing, Christopher Lee, Phil Leakey (the 
ace make-up man). Jimmy Sangster. Hinds and 
Carreras. . Besides playing THE THING, James 
(Gunsmoke) Arness had the role of the G-Man 
assigned to track down the antennaed menace 
in THEM! Don Megowan, who portrayed the 
Creature in THE CREATURE WALKS AMONG US. 
also appeared as the hero sheriff in THE WERE- 
WOLF. Incidentally, the original Kevan Black 
Lagoon Creature costume was green with a gap- 
ing red mouth. . The next thing on the agenda 
is my list of personal choice top 10 screen 
thrills of all time. These may not agree with 
popular favorites, but looking back on my many 
years as a moviegoer (since around 1932-3) I 
know these scenes (NOT entire movies) made 
the most lasting impressions and gave the most 
chills. 

1. The horribly disfigured mad sculptor (Vincent 
Price) hobbling doggedly after terror-stricken 
Phyllis Kirk in HOUSE OF WAX. 

2. The conscience-maddened doctor's (Henry 
Daniell) hallucination that Cabman Grey's (Boris 
Karloff) corpse had replaced that of the recently 
exhumed woman beside him on the seat of the 
runaway coach, BODY SNATCHERS. 

3. Old Man Moses' sudden appearance out of 
the depths of the swamp when the boy (Billy 
Lee) came to claim his hound in THE BISCUIT 
EATER. 

4. The Geiger Counter prefaced buildup of ten- 
sion in the frigid Quonset hut prior to the roar- 
ing entry of THE THING. 

5. The horrendous entrance of the gore-spatter- 
ed, hate-maddened, livid visaged, red-eyed Count 
Oracuia into the library of his castle where his 
Vampire-bride had dared to attack Jonathan 
Harker. The red eyes and white fans of Chris- 
topher Lee S Valerie Gaunt in THE HORROR OF 
DRACULA are indelibly etched in my memory, 

6. The unmasking of Lon Chaney by Mary Phil- 
bin as he sits at his giant pipe organ deep 
beneath the floors of the Paris Opera House 
in THE PHANTOM OF THE OPERA. 

7. When stars are bright. 

On a frosty night. 

Beware thy bane, 

In the rocky lane. 

And John Howard, with his family's ancient 
curse upon him, heaves his werewolf head into 
view above the cliff’s edge. A real shocker. 

8. The shuffle of a dragging foot, traces of 
ancient mould, rotten linen wrappings and dust, 
and the suspense-filled revelation that Kharis, 
High Priest of Karnak (Tom Tyler) walked abroad 
once more after a nightmare sleep of over 3000 
years. THE MUMMY’S HAND had nerve-shattering 
suspense right down to the wire. 


9. Ralph Morgan’s fiendish expression as he 
walked out of the fog on his willpower syn- 
thesized legs to reveal himself as the mad 
murderer in the creepy NIGHT MONSTER. 

10. In the dank burial crypt the grave rob- 
ber holds his lantern high and reads. "Law- 
rence Talbot, Beloved Son of Sir John Talbot, 
A.O, 19XX." Quickly the lid of the vault is re- 
moved and the body revealed. The unwitting 
pawns lift out the dried weeds that surround 
the body and one exclaims. "Woltbane!" "Wolf- 
bane?" echoes the other. "Yes," replies the 
first; and then as if recalling something from 
long past, says: "Even a man who is pure at 
heart. And says his prayers by night. May be- 
come a wolf when the Wolbane blooms, And the 
moon is full and bright." Shaking themselves 
from their foreboding mood they get on with 
their purpose and remove a rich-looking ring 
from the finger of the body lying on the silken 
cushions. As they examine it by the light of 
their lantern, the low-hanging clouds part and 
thru the barred windows the beams of the full 
autumn moon creep slowly across the tomb. The 
Wolfbane rustles slightly, unheard by the greedy 
ghouls hovering over the lantern until suddenly 
the arm of one is gripped by a ferocious hand 
which slowly and steadily pulls him toward the 
open vault, as be babbles thru fear-trembling 
lips.

^flNG DINOSAUR, in 1954, was his first 
professional effort for national theatrical re- 
lease. “It was a cut above the amateur 
16mm films I started making when I was 
given a camera at the age of 13,” says Bert 
Gordon, who co-produced & directed it, 
“but I now regard it as a prehistoric pro- 
duction in more ways than one. I’ve come 
a long way from that ‘caveman’ quickie al- 
tho I’ve yet to complete the picture I’m 
perfectly satisfied with.” Producer Gordon, 
inevitably dissatisfied with each newly fin- 
ished film, is the eternal perfectionist chal- 
lenged by the ever-elusive perfect picture. 

Fortunately for fantastic filmdom, the 
Amazing Mr. G. is keen to make 100 more 
imaginative movies in the next 50 years in 
his unending quest for excellence. 

one-eyed wonder 

In 1955 Bert wrote, produced and direct- 
ed THE CYCLOPS, adventure yam with 
Lon Chaney Jr. (altho Lon did not play 
the giant monoptical menace) which 
brought him nearer to THE BEGINNING 
OF 'THE END — the thriller wherein giant 
grasshoppers invaded Chicago (1957). “For 
that production,” Bert recalls, “we required 
a wingless species that neither flew nor hop- 
ped so that we could control them inside 
the studio. We finally located the variety we 
needed in Texas — where better should we 
have found Giant Grasshoppers? — and im- 
ported 200. But the insects began to die like 
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Lon Chaney Jr. with Geiger counter, eioted thot he has discovered radioactive ere in THE CYCLOPS. 


— er — flies as we put them thru their paces, 
climbing skyscrapers and crossing bridges 
on our sound stage; and toward the end of 
the production we had 188 dead 'hoppers on 
our hands and only a dozen live ones! Have 
you ever tried to invade Chicago with only 
12 sickly grasshoppers?” 

THE LARGE 
and the small 

“Several years ago, before Forrest Ack- 
erman (together with James Warren) cre- 
ated FAMOUS MONSTERS. American- 
International Pictures purchased a property 
from Mr. Ackerman’s Agency, a famous 
Amazing story called ‘The Nth Man’, by 
Homer Eon Flint. I knew nothing of this 
at the time and independently one evening 
— on a paper napkin, of all things! — devel- 
oped ray idea for THE AMAZING COLOS- 
SAL MAN. Jim Nicholson, President of 
AIP, was experiencing difficulties getting 
the script he wanted done on ‘The Nth 
Man’ when he learned of my idea and sent 
for me. He hired me to do ray own Giant 
story, which Forry was later kind enough 
to say contained ‘one of the most convinc- 
ing special effects ever achieved in a scien- 
tifilm, the T-bomb blasting of Glen Langan’. 
The film was sufficiently successful to war- 
rant a sequel, WAR OF THE COLLOSAL 
BEAST. 

“On the opposite end of the scale, I made 
ATTACK OF THE PUPPET PEOPLE, a 
tongue-in-cheek production aimed at teen- 
agers, with light & humorous elements in- 
cluded to offset some of its more terrifying 
aspects.” 

the ingenious 
and the genie 

To achieve some of his most special spe- 
cial-effects Bert sometimes uses as high as 
4 processes — miniatures, rear projection, 
traveling mattes and split-screen shots — for 
a single scene. His wife, Flora, works closely 
with him on the creation of his marvels, 
whose importance cannot be underestimat- 
ed in a spine-tingler like THE SPIDER. 
For her collaboration Mrs. Gordon receives 
screen recognition as Assistant Supervisor 
of Technical Effects. 

I (Ron Haydock) could not resist telling 
Mr. Gordon, during our interview with him, 
how great I thot his TORMENTED was.

Trying to track down Bert Gordon is as 
hard as trying to locate Count Dracula in 
the daytune! Even tho Mr. Gordon was 
extremely willing to inform FAf’s readers 
about his monster spectacle, THE MAGIC 
SWORD, it was many days before he was 
at long last able to find the time necessary 
for the interview. 

One day I finally received a phone call 
Irom his secretary and 2 hours later was in 


Like most of his ideas which he has turn- 
ed into films, the story for THE MAGIC 
SWORD came to him in the middle of the 
nite. However, even tho in the past he has 
made close to a dozen special effects films, 
this time he wanted to do something which 
was entirely different and had never been 
done before. 

Mr. Gordon started with one of the 
fiercest of all mythical creatures— the fear- 
some 2-headed dragon. To this he added 
the knight St. George, and from there de- 
veloped one of the most imaginative stories 
ever attempted for the screen.

eerie effects 

As far as the unusual special effects in 
the picture are concerned, he lets his imag- 
ination run wild. He first thot of various 
story situations and at the same time ex- 
perimented photographically to create these 
illusions. In other words, the story concep- 
tion and the method of creating the mon- 
sters photographically were done at the 
same time. 

Before developing each phase of the story 
fully on paper, Mr. Gordon experimented 
with black light projection until he came up 
with some of the most horrifying and bizarre 
effects ever seen! 

the monsters ore alive! 

Mr. Gordon developed a brand new and 
unique process called Super-Percepto- Vi- 
sion especiaUy for THE MAGIC SWORD. 
The dragons, the demons, the 25' ogre — all 
the monsters in the film in no way look 
anything but completely realistic in both 
appearance and movements. His creations 
become 100% alive thru this special screen 
development. 

Bert Gordon produced & directed THE 
MAGIC SWORD himself. He considers this 
very important to the success of the film 
because “in bringing the effects to life on 
the screen it is essential that the same con- 
cept envisioned in the writing of the orig- 
inal story, and in experimenting with the 
special effects, be carried forward and 
brought onto the screen.” 

room of horrors 

Before Mr. Gordon could continue he was 
interrupted by a phone call from the Spe- 
cial Effects department. This gave me an 
opportunity to glance around his office at 
the many trophies from his films. 

On his desk, being used as a pap>er-weight. 
was a miniature model of the super insect 
featured in THE SPIDER. Directly in back 
of the desk was a 7' standup foto of THE 
AMAZING COLOSSAL MAN. The walls 
of his office were covered with numerous 
stills from other of his films such as AT- 
TACK OF THE PUPPET PEOPLE and 
BEGINNING OF THE END; and resting 
in a pile in a bookcase near the door were 
many of the actual shooting scripts from 
these films. 

After replacing the telephone, Mr. Gor-

don returned to our discussion, commenting 
that he liked to have “souvenirs” from his 
pictures all around him. 

picture problems 

He told me that after writing a story 
such as THE MAGIC SWORD, and de- 
veloping the special effects, one of the most 
difficult things to do before shooting the 
film is to interest a film distributor in it. 
Fortunately, because of his many success- 
ful monster movies, his task in this respect 
becomes increasingly less trying. 

The next step is to cast the film, choos- 
ing the proper actors & actresses for the 
roles. Afterwards, the actual production of 
the story into a motion picture is begun. 

Even after completion of the live portion 


there is work to be done. Over 5 months of 
special effects work were required on THE 
MAGIC SWORD. As a matter of fact, Mr. 
Gordon told me, the phone call he had just 
received was to inform him that the daily 
film rushes were ready to be previewed in 
the projection room. 

As he disappeared thru the doorway, I 
cast one last look at his office, filled with the 
many props from his movies, and realized 
that here is a producer from whom we can 
expect many great things in the future. 

Your editor says: Bert's Gordon of Evil is 
blossoming with Fairy Tale Celluloid Flowers 
for children (of all ages) and Searey Tales 
for grownups. May his Magic Sword cut the 
Knot that will loose a giant hot-house-ful of 
monsters & morvels upon a world of wonder- 
lovers that prefers mystification to sophisti-

Make-up Artist himself— Dick Smith 




Way OUT went out of its way to .-i- 
gruesomely realistic when Roald Dahl pre- 
sented the Face in the Mirror episode of 
his weekly terrorvision program. In it an 
actor, recreating on the legitimate stage the 
role of the Hunchback of Notre Dame, 
copied the hideous features of an unfor- 
tunate derelict . . . then found he couldn’t 
rub the face of horror off! 

Two weeks before the show was taped, I 
was given a copy of the script to read. After 
finishing it I prepared some rough sketches 
of what I felt the fatal face should look like: 
fairly grotesque but eyes nearly normal. 
However, after viewing my drawings the 
producer didn’t think the face was “way 
out” enough. My next stop was a large per- 
sonal library. 


I studied a number of volumes in the 
extensive collection of medical text books 
belonging to a friend of mine — works deal- 
ing with tumors, facial diseases, plastic 
surgery, etc., with accompanying photo- 
graphs^ — and came away convinced that no 
make-up artist can improve on the horror.s 
of nature. Nevertheless, I tried. I designed 
a leprosy-like face, puffy of cheek & jowl, 
with thickened lips. To this attractive be- 
ginning I added a weird scar and a bulging 
eye, and — voila ! — after only abolit 120 
hours of construction I completed the mask. 

First I made a life mask of Alfred Ryder, 
who played the part of the actor who played 
the hunchback. That took nearly a week, 
then the eye had to be modified as the 
producer felt it “a bit too much” for TV. 
I then designed the same mask for the 
“bum.” In other words, we had 2 plaster

faces which looked just like each actor’s 
natural face, and on top of them the dis- 
torted mask was fashioned of modeling 
clay: new eye.s, nose, cheeks, mouth, etc. 
The .second "skin" had to be kept as thin 
as possible to allow the actors facial mobil- 
ity. 

From the second, clay model, a plaster 
mold was made. When removed from the 
life mask and model, the clay was all care- 
fully cleaned away, then foam latex churned 
up in something like an eggbeater and 
heated. The resultant goo was poured into 
the "negative” half of the mold. Then the 
life mask, which had been made to fit into 
the mold, was pushed back into it. The 2 
pieces were united, foam latex inside, and 
as soon as the latex jelled it was put into 
an oven and — baked! 

don’t half-bake 

(A word of caution to do-it-yourself 
mask-makers: an underdone mask can be as 
disastrous as the Bride of Frankenstein’s 
first custard pie, so if you’re baking your 
own be .sure to “cure” the latex for 3 hours. 
After the heat treatment, remove from the 
mold and trim surplus edges.) 

Due to lack of time on the ’WAY OUT 


play, I had to fashion the hideous eye out 
of dental supplies rather than have a proper 
glass one prepared. In the show, when the 
actor was supposed to remove the make-up 
(which, as explained, was really a mask) , 
he accidentally hit the artificial eye with a 
modeling stick and it popped right out! But 
it happened so quickly that no one — not 
even the technicians in the control room — 
noticed. The producer decided 99 out of 100 
viewers wouldn’t catch this accident so the 
mishap was telecast as taped. 

a gimmick a day 
ain’t hay — it’s clay 

In one important sequence the actor took 
out a jar of cold cream, applied putty to his 
nose, added eyes, and so forth — and this 
had to be done without stopping the cam- 
eras. On the telescreen it took 90 seconds. 
His secret: a gimmick with the clay. First, 
10 seconds of .someone’s hand (that was 
supposed to be his) was on the screen, then 
the actor would be seen via another camera, 
putting the putty on his nose. Back to the 
first camera for the hands picking up some 
tool or anything to take up 20 seconds 
while the actor would hastily drop the piece 
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THE UNHOLY 3 — Smith's original skotches for 
fearsemo fact of tht 'Way Out Hunchback.

of putty and grab a previously prepared 
section of the mask that covered nose & lips. 
This portion of make-up, already wet with 
glue, would readily stick to his face mask. 
Ryder would put it over his nose & mouth, 
then pick up a modeling stick and pretend 
to be finishing the edges. The TV eye would 
record this action; then a cutback to the 
first camera and the bit of business with 
the hands; maybe the fingers would be 
carving an eyeball this time. While camera 
No. 2 was busy with the hands, the actor 
would grab another section of the mask — 
and so on until the completed mask was 
on his face. 

make-up take-off 

After he had supposedly worn his Hunch- 
back make-up on stage, the actor (in the 
story) returned to his dressingroom to re- 
move the monster face — only to discover to 
his horror that he couldn’t! Not even the 
surface make-up came off this time. The 
problem was to have the actor wrestle with 
the mask, trying to remove his face, but 
not have any of the make-up come loose as 
that would disastrously spoil the illusion, 
the story, in fact the whole show. 

To guard against .such a mishap, I spray- 
ed a thick gelatin-like liquid over the mask 
so the actor could then “fight” it. The liquid 
base prevented any smearing of the mask’s 
features. 

The ears were separate little foam latex 
appendages. 

The hands were formed of some pieces I 
had left over (!) from another make-up job 
on a previous show. 

The neck was effected by painting on 
spirit gum, laying absorbent cotton (with 
the fibers running horizontally) on it, and 
pressing it on till the whole gummed area 
was covered. Over the thin layer of cotton 
fiber a surgical adhesive was spread with a 
sponge. The neck was kept stretched till 
the whole thing dried, then the head low- 
ered to normal position and, lo! the neck 
“aged” into a whole mass of realistic 
wrinkles. 

The foregoing technique can also be used 
on the face to give it that “instant century” 
look in case you want to make yourself ap- 
pear anywhere from 100 to 500 years older. 

Last step: powder the area with a make- 
up which has a castor oil base. Warning: 
the castor oil powder is not to be applied 
internally or you’ll really have a sick green 
face! END

the beginning of the 50s, George Pal 
followed up his initial success with a pro- 
gram of genuine science fiction themes but 
none quite recaptured the high quality and 
honest approach of DESTINATION 
MOON. Gradually the tried & trite formulas 
crept in. As was pointed out in “Science 
Fiction in Motion Pictures,” concession to 
supposed public taste first became evident 
in WHEN WORLDS COLLIDE, an end 
of the world theme where science comes to 
the rescue. Another planet approaches 
Earth, disrupting our gravity field and 
giving rise to spectacular worldwide catas- 
trophies. A carefully selected group of fu- 
turistic Adams & Eves manages to escape 
just before the big crash, rocketing in a 
kind of Nova’s Ark to a new planet. 

In WAR OF THE WORLDS the tech- 
nical effects (.see behind-the-scenes feature 
on same in SPACEMEN #2) were superior 
and the depiction of the malevolent, tech- 
nically advanced alien race from Mars was 
quite successful but a poorly done love in- 
terest and other maudlin elements detract- 
ed from the original power of Wells’ work.

LAND EARTH was a fairly faithful adap- 
tation of Raymond F. Jones’ novel of the 
same name — plus a wholly Studio-inspired 
Mutant. Interstellar kidnapping, inteiplan- 
etary war, involving an engineer and his 
beautiful girlfriend here on Earth and on 
distant Metaluna, gave rise to superb tech- 
nical tricks & spacial fireworks. FORBID- 
DEN PLANET made its addition to glori- 
fied .space opera by introducing the Id- 
monster from the mind of super-scientist 
Morbius. Stunning special effects (often 
the real stars of such pictures) created a 
convincingly alien landscape and in particu- 
lar the underground tunnels and abyss- 
scrapers of an extinct, advanced race were 
believably represented. The most remark- 
able innovation was the musical score that 
filled the otherworldly atmosphere with a 


new sound: electronic tonalities. 

Tors’ Trio 

A sound scientific basis was the hallmark 
of the work of Ivan Tors, of Science Fiction 
Theater (TV) repute. His RIDERS TO 
THE STARS, scripted by Curt Siodmak, 
concerned a trio of rocket flights to the 
fringe of space to bring back whole meteors 
in order to learn the secret of their friction- 
resistant skin. (A 10 page feature on this 
film is to be found in SPACEMEN #1.) 

Tors’ GOG told of Gog & Magog, two 
fancifully built robots used in a secret 
space research institute of the U.S. govern- 
ment. Enemies, buzzing overhead unsus- 
pected in the stratosphere, gained electronic 
control over the robots, sending them on a 
killing rampage. A gadget-filled lab, an 
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Sfraay* M»d»l AmH (r*!* Rxtriwly lor9« liMdligliti} fowid or Utod Cor Lot. (From THE DEADLY 
MANTIS, co^yrlfht Uoivcrsol Fietoros Co.) 
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atomic pile, a daring security agent and a 
darling female scientist added up to sus- 
penseful action and an ingenious display (in 
color) of scientific tricks. 

MAGNETIC MONSTER, starring Rich- 
ard Carlson, was quite a creditable scienti- 
film, dealing with Earth’s imminent doom 
thru a newly created element that must 
“feed” every 11 hours on increasingly larger 
doses of energy or it implodes, sucking en- 
ergy from anything around it. A-men (simi- 
lar to G-men) bring rescue at the 11th hour 
after a thrilling chase with a spectacular 
explosive climax. 

just imagine 

An excellent, challenging, mature story 
of a frightening future is George Orwell’s 
1984. In a world of indexed numbers, where 
men & women have been dehumanized, re- 


duced to robots, the hero & heroine defy 
their distasteful dictatorship, are found out 
and pain-washed. Produced with taste, in- 
teUigence & imagination, this was science 
fiction of a high order, with a message: 
Don’t Let This Happen to You! 

Another example of the rare adult treat- 
ment of an s.f. film is THE DAY THE 
EAR'TH STOOD STILL. It showed not 
the usual monstrous hostile invader from 
outer space but a benevolent superior alien 
visiting our capital to warn of impending 
doom: doom for the whole universe if our 
atomic bomb experiments continue. This 
picture produced the near miracle of fan 
& layman aUke joining in appreciation of a 
sincere effort. Unfortunately, the charming 
0. Henry ending of “Farewell to the Mas- 
ter,” the work on which it was based, was 
entirely lost in its translation from story to 
screen.

unlocking the unknown 

THE THING was responsible for a so- 
called “new” success formula: to the time- 
honored element that made Frankenstein 
popular, add a little space talk, a few fancy 
science tricks. Science became the key to 
unlock and exploit people’s fear of the un- 
known, which used to be reflected in ghost 
stories. Scientific discoveries were manipu- 
lated in order to re-create this age-old 
anxiety by opening up new science-caused 
vistas of horror; atom bombs & total de- 
struction at its best; mutilation & mutation 
at worst. From this formula flowered at 
least a few worthwhile productions; 
THEM!: THE CREEPING UNKNOWN, 
despite its grade Z title; THE INCRED- 
IBLE SHRINKING MAN; ENEMIES 
FROM SPACE; Ray Bradbury’s IT CAME 
FROM OUTER SPACE; the suspenseful 
INVASION OF THE BODY SNATCH- 
ERS. 

Observed Wm. Everson: “Science itself, 
instead of the mad scientists, ghosts, ghouls, 
werewolves and vampires, becomes the 
‘heavy’ when scientific curiosity was made 
the culprit that set THE THING free by 
a member of the polar expedition.” 

Atomic explosion.^ stirred the imagina- 
tion that released all kinds of monsters on 
a wholly gullible moviegoing public. And 
so the “science”-fictional monsters became 
a paying proposition. 

Time magazine declared: “A good mon- 
ster picture, a.s any movie-maker knows, is 
worth its weight in ghouls. Bent on .scaring 
the money as well as the daylights out of 
the customers, Hollywood is currently pre- 
paring the biggest assortment of horror 
pictures since the Frankenstein days of the 
thirties.”
